“COURAGEOUS CAP” TELLS

Down in the cellar cel] room of the East 
Chicago avenue station Capt. Streeter, 
while waiting for bail, told his story to 
reporters and friends. The voices of some 
Salvation army singers raised in hymn 
to the accompaniment of a mournful or- 
gan, were punctuated at times by some 
vitriolic profanity by the caar of the late 
Streeterville. 

“We had hardly opened up, said the 
“cap'n,”’ when I hears a rumpus out in 
‘the front room. I was eating my break-~- 
fast and hadn't got my hat on yit. I 
stepped out in the passageway, and there 
standing in my front door wes a man 
with a revolver leveled at me. 

“ He fired and the bullet tore the scalp 
on top of my head.

PARIS, Nov. 1.— France has at last re- 
turned to her true self. Gone is, that 
France so well known to Americans and 
other visitors to her hospitable shores. 


The light efferyeecent gaiety, the care- 
free laughter, the frothy bavardage have 


all disappeared. 

For the first time in many years are 
foreigners permitted to see the reverse 
Side of thé medal. What a truly wonder- 
ful sight is. A France stripped of all 
tawdry show, uncleanliness, and false 
ideals so dangerous to national life; a 
powerful confident nation, » firm and 
steadfast friend, a trueand loyal ally. 

The motto adopted during the stirring 
period of the revolution. Liberté, 
Egalité, Fraternité,” is again the watch- 
word of a republic defending its borders 
from invasion. 

A ubified people have 33 triumphed 
ever the personal ambitions of a certain 
few; have established a sacred union 
among warring political factions; have 
extended their influence beyond the seas; 
in- addition to bearing the brunt, and 
eformous sacrifices in life and property 
caused by the present war. 

Liberty Is Enjoyed by All. 

Liberty is again enjoyed by all. Wheth- 
er it be personal liberty or national free- 
dom from harmful influences and policies 
prior to the war by certain 
political cliques, it is the same. ‘The 
present necessity has united the nation 
in. a way which nothing but a national 
calamity could do. 

Equality, so closely linked with Hberty, 
hés once agaim come into its own. The 
feeling of master and servant, of rulers 
and ruled, of aristocracy and people has 
completely vanished. Men even go so far 
as to occasionally address one another 
as citizen.“ 

Equality is never construed to mean 
l4xity of military discipline, which con- 
tinues most rigorous. A mutual under- 
standing exists between officers and men, 
each recognizing the fact that certain 
regulations must be obeyed, however 
great the cost. 

Discipline and obedience are therefore 
synonyms. The men obey commands as 
dutiful children who are taught to obey, 
not with the fear of resultant punish- 
ment if they fail, but with the full know!l- 
edge of the great part they play as sepa- 
rate and distinct matte of the great ma- 
chine. 

Duties Explained to Soldiers. 

Before any offensive movement is be- 
gun the exact location of the position to 
be captured, the nature of the inter- 
vening ground, and the role which each 

individual is to play are carefully ex- 
plained to the men by their officers. 

When the charge is made it is small 
wonder, therefore, that even though a 
detachment is cut off and surrounded by 
the enemy, their officers killed, the men 
refuse to surrender, but, being sufficient 
unto themselves, they continue to hold 
out until reinforcements arrive or until 
the last man falle. 

Fraternity, er brotherhood cf man, 
which is impossible without liberty and 
equality, is the dominant force during 
this epoch of suffering. The great losses 
and sacrifices have served to interweave 
and bind with indissoluble ties all classes 
of society into a compact, resolute na- 
tion. 

Soldiers Ase “Mes Enfants.“ 

The colonel, the father of the regi- 
ment,” is always addressed as mon 
colonel,”” while he in turn designates the 
men under his command as “ mes en- 

fants.“ When such intimate relations 
exist between officers and men, it is not 
surprising that many brave acts and deeds 
are unmentioned.

| Seants, six corporals, two cooks, one 
artificer, two musicians, and forty-eight 
privates, or a total of three officers and 
sixty-five enlisted men. 

In war there is added one sergeant, four 
_corporals, and seventy-two privates. 
The sergeant is gained by promoting a 
corporal, the four corporals by promot - 
ing four of the best privates. This means 
that to reach its war total the company 
of sixty-five enlisted men has added to it 
seventy-seven privates. As we have vir- 
tually no reserve, this necessitates either 
the company going in action at peace 
strength or elee being swamped with 
seventy-seven absolutely green, un- 
trained privates. 


Makeup of a Battalion. 

A battalion has four companies. It is 
commanded by a major, who has for his 
staff a first lieutenant as an adjutant, a 
battalion sergeant major, and two 
mounted orderlies. In addition there is a 
eombat train of one four mule wagon. 
The péace strength of a battalion is thir- 
teen officers and 260 men. For war, be- 
sides the increase in each of the four 
companies, there are added two four 
mule wagons to the combat train. The 
war strength of a battalion is thirteen 
officers and 566 enlisted men, or a gain 
Jot considerably over 100 per cent of the 
peace strength, but in green men.

War Office at Bridewell Hospital 
Gives Out Casualties for Com- 
batants at About 100 Per Cent. 


The situation supplies most of the com- 
edy in the burlesque shows, but it had 
never occurred before in Bll Rakich's 
saloon at 8928 the Strand.

the first car, imprisoning Albert Ross, 


the motorman, in his cab for more than 


twenty minutes before he was extricated 
by firemen. Had the care caught fire he 
probably would have been burned to 
death before help arrived. 

All power on the Garfield branch was 
shut off until after 7 o'clock, tying up 
twenty-five trains on the Aurora, Kigin 
and Chicago railroad, which uses these 
tracks. It was after midnight before 
both tracks were cleared.

FOE, DIES OF PNEUMONIA. | 


Sufferer from Lung Affection Since 
1878, He. Inaugurated Fresh 
Air” Treatment for Allment.

Saranac Lake, N. T., Nov. 1 [Special.] 
— Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau, the 
first physician in this country to treat tu- 
berculosis by the fresh air method, 
died at his home, the Adirondack Cottage 
sanitarium, here today. Sixty-seven years 
old, he had had tuberculosia of the lungs 
since 1872. 

Dr. Trudeau suffered an attack of pneu- 
monia at Paul Smith's about two months 
ago. 4 

He founded in 1884 the senitarium for. 
the treatment of incipient consumption in 
working women and men, the first of its 
kind in America. He founded the Saranac 
laboratory in 1804, the first research labor- 
atory for the atudy of tuberculosis in this 
country. He had been in charge of both | 
institutions since their beginning.
